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THE   CHAIR  OF  CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION 
ENDOWED. 


The  Chair  of  Christian  Education  in  Missouri  Valley 
College  has  been  endowed  by  a  generous  donation  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  W.  A.  S.  Hyland  of  Marshall,  Missouri.  Both  are 
natives  of  Saline  County  where  all  their  lives  have  been  spent. 
The  Chair  is  to  be  known  as  "The  William  A.  S.  and  Mary 
Frances  Hyland  Professorship  of  Christian  Education  in 
Memory  of  their  son,  John  Washington  Hyland, "  deceased. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hyland  were  active  and  influential  members 
of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  at  Mt.  Horeb  for 
many  years,  Bro.  Hyland  being  an  Elder  in  the  Church  and 
several  times  at  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cumberland 
Church  and  also  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  after  the  re- 
union. They  have  recently  moved  to  Marshall,  where  they 
have  built  a  beautiful  home,  where  they  are  enjoying  their 
old  age.  Mr.  Hyland  is  Vice  President  of  the  Bank  of  Mar- 
shall. They  have  had  four  children,  all  of  whom  have  pre- 
ceded them  to  the  better  world.      One   grandchild,  Dorothy 
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Frances  Hyland,  is  the  only  surviving  descendant.  They 
earned  and  saved  their  money  and  now  have  chosen  a  way 
by  which  to  invest  a  portion  of  it  in  well  doing  for  all  future 
time.  Thru  this  Professorship  they  will  be  doing  good  in  the 
preparation  of  young  men  and  young  women  for  active  and 
influential  positions  in  life.  It  will  be  a  comfort  to  them  to 
be  able  to  see  this  work  in  operation  during  their  lifetime. 
Their  many  friends  hope  that  they  will  live  long  to  see  the 
fruits  of  their  benevolence  in  the  wide  influence  exerted  by 
those  who  will  be  trained  thru  their  benefaction. 

[The  full  name  of  the  brother  who  endowerd  the  Chair 
of  Christian  Education  is  William  Andrew  Smith  Hyland.  He 
was  born  eight  miles  Northwest  of  Marshall,  Missouri,  July 
24th,   1839. 

The  name  of  his  wife,  who  shares  in  the  donation,  is 
Mary  Frances  (Sullivan)  Hyland,  also  born  in  Saline  County, 
Missouri,  April  15th,  1837. 

John  Washington  Hyland,  their  son,  whose  memory  is 
associated  with  their  names  in  the  gift,  was  born  January 
7th,  1868,  and  died  October  8th,  1909.  His  little  daughter, 
Dorothy  Frances  Hyland,  lives  in  Marshall.] 


Dr.  Black  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Prepara- 
tion Committee  for  the  World's  Conference  on  Faith  and 
Order.  This  is  a  very  important  trust  committed  to  a 
Committee  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  World's  Conference  by 
making  a  statement  of  the  things  in  which  the  churches  of 
Christendom  agree,  and  the  things  in  which  they  differ.  A 
constructive  study  of  the  agreements  and  disagreements  in 
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Christendom  will  be  a  very  new  and  important  contribution 
to  the  movement  for  Christian  co-operation  and  union.  The 
first  meeting  of  the  Preparation  Committee  will  take  place  at 
Garden  City,  Long  Island,  January  23rd,  1917. 


Dean  Isaac  N.  Evrard  was  appointed  by  the  State 
Teachers*  Association  one  of  a  Committee  of  seven  to  draft 
school  legislation  to  be  submitted  to  the  present  session  of 
the  General  Assembly.  They  have  had  two  meetings  and 
are  working  seriously  for  larger  things  in  education  in  Missouri. 


The  Alumni  of  Missouri  Valley  College  have  been  join- 
ing the  ' 'Benedicts/ '  Floyd  Gauldin,  Carl  McGinnis,  John 
McGinnis,  Winfield  Armentrout,  and  Helen  Campbell  have 
all  been  married  since  the  July  Bulletin  was  issued,  and  an- 
nouncements are  out  for  the  weddings  of  Mittie  Huff  and 
Nannie    Rummans. 

Frances  Wilson  was  married  at  Marshall  to  Mr.  John  R. 
Howat,  Farm  Advisor  of  Saline  County. 

It  is  also  an  interesting  matter  to  chronicle  that  Prof. 
Will  Davis,  of  the  Northeast  High  School  in  Kansas  City, 
is  the  father  of  a  little  boy.

QUARTERLY    BULLETIN. 


REV.    DANIEL    EDWARD    BUSHNELL,    D.D.,   LL.D. 

One  of  the  most  distinguished  Alumni  of  McGee  Col- 
lege died  at  his  home  in  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  a  few  weeks 
ago.  This  is  the  first  opportunity  to  chronicle  in  the  College 
literature  the  passing  of  Dr.  Bushnell.  He  held  distinguished 
positions  in  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  was  at 
the  head  of  the  church  during  the  time  of  his  residence  in  Cal- 
ifornia, and  later  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Fra- 
ternity and  Union  which  negotiated  the  union  between  the 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A.,  and  rejoiced  over  the  consummation  of  their 
labors.  He  was  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  always  active 
and  influential  in  his  interest  and  co-operation  with  his  breth- 
ren. At  the  time  of  the  dedication  of  Campbell  Hall,  and  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  he  was 
present  and  received  from  the  College  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws.  The  Library  of  Missouri  Valley  College  has 
been  enriched  on  two  occasions  by  valuable  contributions  of 
books  by  him.  Just  a  short  time  before  his  passing  he  sent  a 
large  and  valuable  addition  to  his  previous  gifts  of  that  sort. 
He  was  a  student,  a  man  of  literary  tastes,  affable,  eloquent, 
spiritual,  thotful.  He  reached  a  ripe  age  and  died  honored, 
loved,  and  his  memory  will  be  cherished. 


MISSOURI    VALLEY   COLLEGE 


REV.  JAMES  D.  MOFFATT,  D.D.,  LL.D. 

In  the  passing  of  Dr.  Moffatt,  emeritus  president  of 
Washington  and  Jefferson  College,  another  honor  Alumnus 
of  Missouri  Valley  College  has  entered  into  his  reward.  He 
was  not  only  strong  as  an  educator,  an  Ex-Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  in- 
fluential in  the  councils  of  the  church,  and  much  relied  upon 
in  the  union  committee  which  negotiated  the  union  between 
the  Presbyterian  and  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Churches, 
but  in  many  other  ways  his  quick  insights,  his  finely  balanced 
judgment,  and  his  sage  advice,  were  sought  and  used  widely 
in  the  church.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Washington,  Pa., 
in  November,  1916.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was 
conferred  upon  him  by  Missouri  Valley  College  in  1906  at 
the  dedication  of  Stewart  Chapel. 


REV.   WILLIAM   J.   McKITTRICK,   D.D.,   LL.D. 

Rev.  William  J.  McKittrick,  DD.,  LL.D.,  of  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  who  received  from  Missouri  Valley  College  in 
1909  the  degree  of  LL.D.,  and  was  therefore  one  of  the  hon- 
orary Alumni  of  this  institution,  departed  this  life  in  December, 
1916.  On  account  of  failing  health,  he  resigned  the  pastorate 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  at  St.  Louis  and  was  teach- 
ing the  Bible  in  Lindenwood  College. 

Dr.  McKittrick  was  brilliant,  scholarly,  and  aggressive 
as  a  minister,  and  his  place,  so  efficiently  filled,  will  be  diffi- 
cult to  man  by  another. 
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'The  Nation"  of  November  30th,  1916,  has  the  fol- 
lowing editorial  paragraph  concerning  the  resignation  of 
President  Sharpless  which  is  very  suggestive: 

8  "The  resignation  of  President  Sharpless,  of  Haverford 
College,  to  take  effect  upon  the  rounding  out  of  three  decades' 
service  at  the  close  of  the  academic  year,  gives  occasion  for 
comment  on  the  value  of  the  small  college — the  college  that 
not  only  refuses  to  enter  into  the  general  scramble  for  numbers, 
but  also  refrains  from  attempting  to  the  role  of  a  university. 
Of  this  type  of  college  Haverford  is  perhaps  the  very  best 
example  in  the  country,  and  in  Dr.  Sharpless  it  has  enjoyed 
the  good  fortune  of  having  an  ideal  head.  No  universal 
rule  can  be  laid  down  for  the  guidance  of  young  men  choosing 
a  college;  but  there  are  unquestionably  many  for  whom  a 
college  like  Haverford  would  be  best,  and  who  simply  drift 
with  the  tide  in  going  to  the  big  universities.  As  the  Phila- 
delphia Inquirer  says,  'Dr.  Sharpless  has  always  set  great 
store  by  having  students  come  into  close  contact  with  the 
professors,  something  which  is  impossible  in  the  large  institu- 
tions. He  thinks  this  makes  for  individuality  and  for  a 
better  developed  character.'  A  point  of  no  little  interest 
may  be  noted  in  connection  with  the  remark  made  by  that 
newspaper  that  'the  ideal  would  seem  to  be  to  have  young 
men  and  women  take  their  purely  college  course  at  small 
institutions  and  go  to  the  universities  for  higher  training.' 
How  short  a  time  it  is  since  the  idea  of  young  women  going 
in  for  the  ordinary  college  curriculum  seemed  a  striking  novelty, 
yet  now  to  have  them  thought  of  as  going  to  college  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  higher  training  of  the  university  is  a  mere  matter 
of  course." 
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A   NEW   CONSTITUTION   FOR   MISSOURI. 

The  need  of  a  New  Constitution  arose  out  of  the  fact 
that  the  old  Constitution  of  1875  was  based  on  the  theory  of 
the  makers  that  certain  restraints  were  needed  to  prevent 
excessive  bonding  of  municipalities  and  excessive  undertakings 
on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  the  State. 

A  Constitution  built  upon  this  theory  is  necessarily 
impractical  a  few  years  after  it  is  drawn.  The  restraints 
imposed  not  only  prevent  improvements  in  municipalities, 
and  advancement  of  schools,  the  adjustment  of  law  to  labor 
and  other  social  conditions,  the  building  of  roads,  co-operation 
with  the  National  Government  in  various  public  enterprises, 
but  a  great  many  other  things  which  are  parts  of  the  govern- 
mental interests  and  necessary  to  the  progress  of  corporations, 
etc. 

The  resulting  delay  and  expensiveness  of  litigation,  con- 
sequent upon  cumbersome  methods  in  the  administration  of 
justice  gives  the  poor  man  a  poor  show  for  getting  justice  in 
the  courts  of  the  country;  the  delay,  itself,  being  an  injustice 
of  unspeakable  hardship  to  the  poor  and  laboring  classes. 


The  Presbyterian  College  Union  met  in  conference  with 
the  College  Board  at  the  General  Assembly,  at  Atlantic  City 
N.  J.,  in  May,  1916.  The  subject  of  a  uniform  system  of 
accounting  for  Presbyterian  Colleges  was  discussed  by  Presi- 
dent Wm.  H.  Black.  After  discussion,  participated  in  by 
Drs.  French,  Culbertson,  Boyd  and  Kelter,  the  following 
motion  was  adopted: 
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"The  Conference  recommends  that  the  Board  employ 
a  man  to  take  steps  to  aid  the  Colleges  in  installing  a  satis- 
factory and  if  possible  a  uniform  system  of  accounting.' ' 

There  is  a  wide  difference  in  the  bookkeeping  of  Colleges 
and  Universities  and  it  is  highly  important  that  some  scheme 
of  standardization  be  adopted.  In  this  connection  it  is 
worth  while  to  know  that  Missouri  Valley  College  has  been 
solicited  to  send  its  Annual  Report  to  other  institutions  in 
order  that  they  may  have  the  value  of  its  suggestions  as  to 
what  constitutes  a  good  system  of  college  accounting. 


The  Presbyterian  College  Union  meets  at  McCormick 
Seminary,  Chicago,  January  11th,  1917.  The  American 
Association  of  Colleges  will  follow.  This  will  be  an  important 
meeting. 


At  the  State  Teachers'  Association  in  St.  Louis  in  No- 
vember, 1916,  an  arrangement  was  made,  thru  Prof.  William 
Y.  Lockridge,  by  which  a  reunion  of  Missouri  Valley  Alumni 
and  friends  was  held  at  the  Marquette  Hotel  on  Thursday 
night,  November  16th,  and  a  very  enjoyable  banquet  shared 
in  connection  therewith.
